LAW DEPARTMENT. 

This department is in sucessful operation, with an efficient 
corns of professors. An attendance of two years or its equiva- 
lent is required. Students from other law schools will be re- 
ceived to a corresponding grade. Applicants for admission, who 
have read law for one year under a competent lawyer, and \vh o 
bass a satisfactory examination, will be admitted to the second 
hou'se of lectures. At the conclusion of two years' course of 
Btudv ft faithful examination will take place, and those whose 
proficiency in the knowledge of law warrants it, will receive the 
degree of Bachelor of Law, entitling them to practices n the 
' courts of Louisiana 

This University gives an annual course of lectures, commenc- 
ing first Monday of November and ending in March ensuing, or 
as soon as practicable thereafter. Students are recommended 
to enter early in term if possible. 

Students are recommended to consult and become tamilliar 
with the following works : Story on the Constitution; Vattel's 
Law of Nations or Wheaton's Elements of International Law; 
the Louisianna .Civil Code and Code of Practice ; Revised Stat- 
utes of Louisiana and the United States Statutes, and Statutes 
of a general nature subsequently passed ; the Institutes of Jus- 
tinian; Domat's Civil Law Pothier's Treatise on Obligations; 
Blaekstone and Kent's Commentaries; Smith on Mercantile 
Law ; Story or Parsons on Notes ; Chitty or Bayly on Bills; 
Breeuleaf, Starkie or Phillips on Evidence; Russell on Crimes ; 
Hennen's, Walker's and Lonqne's Digests, and the decisions of 
the Supreme Court of Louisiana generally. 

Facilities will be afforded to consult such of the above as may 
be expensive or inconvenient for the student to possess. 

Each Lecturer will instruct in the science or theory and prac- 
tice^ the department of law assigned to him, according to the 
tuaffe. of the courts of the United States and the State ot Lou- 
isiana.
